Yvonne McDonald and Rosemary Amold, of 

the Library Service, were present by invitation 

to explain the background to the requirement to 

cut £500,000 from the County's £6M budget for 

Libraries. The main options are: 

e Closing some Libraries on the hit list of 30 

e shorter opening hours 

e fewer books 

e curtailed services. 

A questionnaire to find out which option(s) 

people would prefer will be available in ail 

Libraries from Monday 3 November. Decisions 

will be made around the tum of the year. 
Deddington Library is open 14 hours a week, 
stocks some 6,000 books, has nearly 1,000 
members and makes over 25,000 issues a 
year, at an annual cost of under £18,000. 
Libranes cannot apply for Lottery funds, 
except for special partnership deals. 
Everyone who values our Library and its 
services should fill in the questionnaire 
immediately and also take all other legitimate 
Steps to make their views known to the 
County Council direct and through the Parish 
Council, CDC, MPs and the media.

GARDENING NOTES 


Back to plant shapes and I must give a boost to thistles and sea hollies. 
‘Madeleine Allen gave me some globe thistles which are a treasure. A tie 

perennial, the plant is handsome, nearly 3ft. high, with pretty architectural leaves. The globes are 
perfectly geometrical and a delicate pale blue. They are well worth having and problem-free but they 
need a little help to keep them upright. I like to use loop stakes. You can thread three loops on to one 
stake and the, tops are eye-proof. I would dearly like a plant of the white thistle (Eryngium giganteum) 
which is sometimes called Miss Willmott’s Ghost. Has any reader got one, or seeds ? They are not 
easy to raise and dislike being moved but they are really beautiful. 

It will soon be-packing-up time, out with the geraniums and in with the bulbs and pansies - a few days 
of flurry and cluttering up the window sills. I successfully kept the begonia tubers wrapped in 
newspaper in the garage last winter. This year I’ll make an effort to label them more efficiently. They 
make a good show for months and are well worth nursing. In the meantime, ‘we’ are pruning, tying in 
the rambler roses and tidying up.

Drilling is all but finished with just some 20 acres of wheat and 40 acres Tent i Con’ = 
of winter beans lefi to do. The rain in mid October made things rather 9; “""" ak wae 
difficult. We went from near perfect conditions at the start of the month to a mud bath by the middle. 
But St. Luke’s little summer saved the day. 
The oil seed rape has got off to a good start, with a much better ‘stand’ of plants than last year and 
will soon be ready for a spray against weeds. If the weather stays mild it will need treatment against 
insect damage. The winter beans will be planted in early November. The ground left for the spring 
beans has been sprayed off and will be ploughed at Christmas so that the frost can work it down. 
The hedge-laying team will start work as soon as the leaves have ‘dropped’ and will cut about 50 
chains by the new year (1 chain=22yds.). The hard wood cut out from last year’s hedge-laying will 
now be cut up for the wood burner. 
The bees have had their second feed of sugar syrup and are still ‘foraging’ on ivy and anything else 
they can find. Despite the recent wet weather it was nice to see dragonflies hunting for insects and 
midges. It is unusual to see them so late, so perhaps global warming is starting to happen. 
I have not mentioned him before but we have a new addition to the family. Zak is a very lively black 
Labrador puppy, some 14 months old and already the size of a dog twice his age. One wet day last 
week I went into the office, found my desk and put all the papers I need for the dreaded cash flow in 
neat piles, ready for filing. Master Zak came bounding in, covered in mud as usual, and with one 
swipe of his tail put all the neat piles on the floor. He then sat under the desk and chewed the 
telephone cable, so perhaps he has some sense after all ! 7 
As some of you know, I sing with the Church choir. Last Sunday the Vicar gave a sermon which 
started off about strangers in a far land. With all the attention given to farming and the countryside by 
the media, perhaps I am a stranger in my own land! I know this was not the message that Ken was 
putting over - but at least it proves I do not always go to sleep during the sermon!

THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 


Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for October 1847:- 

8th October - | buried poor old Calcutt this evening, a staunch Churchman, a great thing to say in these critical 
times of change and revolution. 

Sth October - An extraordinary eclipse of the sun, an Annular one, took place early this morning. My sister (Mrs. 
Smith) came to spend a day or two with us. 

15 October - My brother John staying with us and my Father drove down-to say goodbye preparatory to our 
going to Torquay. 

17 October - At evening service we had a very full congregation to hear my farewell sermon which | got through 
better than | had expected. 

19 October - We started for Torquay in Devonshire - resting at Exeter for the night. We arrived at our lodgings 
next day, at about half past 12 o'clock. Price per week £3.10.0d., fires being charged extra. 

( There are no entries in the diaries during November while they are ttaying in Torquay for 
the sake of Betsy's health. )
